They 
had hoped the Democrats would divide on 
the question and that the Republichns 
could muster votes enough to defeat the 
nomination. 

Early in the day Gov. Dix indicated hts 
belief that there would be no trouble over 
confirmation. He declared that the in- 
dorsements of Mr. Cohalan, both from 
Justices of the Supreme Court and ffom 
the Bar Associations, were of an excep- 
tional character. 

‘Tf I had never‘had personal acquaint- 
ance with Mr. Cohalan," said the Gover- 
nor, “the quality and fervor of his rec- 
ommendations and indorsements would 
have required attention and recognition.” 

The Governor to-night sent to the 
Senate the nomination of Col. Joseph F. 
Scott of Elmira to be State Superintendent 
of Prisons, to take the place of Cornelius 
V. Collins, who resigned a short time ago. 
The nomination, which is regarded as a 
sood choice, was referred by the Senate 
to the Finance Committee. 

Col. Scott is one of the most efficient 
prison managers in the United States. He 
was State Manager of Reformatories, in 
charge of the reformatories at Elmira and 
Napanoch. Since 1903 he has been. in 
charge of the Elmira institution, and his 
administration has been characterized by 
humane, efficient, and economical man- 
agement. His long experience as a pris- 
on manager has given him an internation- 
al reputation. It is sald that the nomina- 
tion is satisfactory to the Democratic 
organization. Eugene A. Philbin, Jacob 
H. Schiff, ex-Senator W. J. Tully, and 
Mornay Williams of New York are among 
those who indorsed Col.. Scott’s candi- 
dacy. - 

Sidney Fuller Rawson of Port Rich- 
mond was nominated to-night by Gov. 
Dix to be County Judge and Surrogates of 
Richmond County to fill a vacancy. On 
account of the delay in filling the place 
Senstor Bayne asked for the immediate 
confirmation of Mr. Rawson. The Senate 
rule was broken and the nomination was 
unanimously confirmed. 

Other nominations made to-night by the 
Governor included that of Richard V. 
Lindaburv’of Bernardsville, N. J., to suc- 
ceed William B. Dana. deceased, as Com- 
i missioner of the Palisades Inter-State 
Park, and George W. Perkins of River- 
dale, whose term of office as a member 
of the same board has expired.

AGAINST DIRECT ELECTION. 


No Popular Demand, Says Republican 
Minority In Senate Committee. 


WASHINGTON, Mav 22.—No popular 
demand exists for a change in the Con- 
stitution so as to deprive Congress of the 
right to supervise the election of United 
States Senators. So asserted a minorjly 
of the members of the Senate Committee 
on the Judiciary in a report filed to-day. 
The report opposed the withdrawal of 
such right of sunervision from Congress 
fs is contemplated in the plan for the 
selecticn of Senators by direct vote of 
the people.

ALFRED, Me., May 22.—In this, one of 
the oldest towns in New England, one of 
the strangest cases in the history of will 
contests in this country is being fought 
out in the County Court. ; 

The will of the widow of the world- 
famed violinist, Ole Bill, is being contested 
by a number of persons for a new division 
of the $500,000 estate. Sherman L. Whip- 
ple, a prominent lawyer in Massachusetts, 
who was nominated against Senator Hen- 
ry Cabot Lodge, is conducting the. case 
for those who wish to break the will. He 
declared to-day, in outlining his case in 
court, that the late Mrs, Bull was the 
subject of ‘‘a psychic conspiracy '"’ for 
s0me time prior to her death last January. 

Mr. Whipple declared that Miss Mar- 
garet Noble, an Englishwoman converted |} 
to the Hindu religion and now living in 
Calcutta, was, in his estimation, the chief 
factor in this conspiracy. Others in the 
circle, he asserted, were Dr. Boss of In- 
diana, a Dr. Coulter, and Mrs. Marion 
Daniels Briggs of Waltham. He also 
produced a letter in which one of the 
members of the ‘' Mystic meditation 
ring’’ had written to another member, 
alluding to Mrs. Bull as the subject of a 
psychic conspiracy. 

The name of Dr. Joseph Goodwin Thorp, 
son-in-law of the poet Longfellow and 
brother of Mrs. Bull, was brought into 
the case by Mr. Whipple, who said that 
Dr. Thorp knew of the conditions in his 
sister's household. 

Mr. Whipple then asserted that a Miss 
Farmer lost her reason and had to be 
sent to an asylum because of physic oveér- 
indulgence. That several members of the 
cifcle were dropped because they had too 
much power, and that Swami Vivekan- 
anda, a Hindu philospher, lecturer and 


writer, atithor of “Rajah Yoga,"’ died 
from excessive articipation in the 
mysteries of the chamber of meditation. 
These and other beliefs and practices 
weakened Mrs. Bull’s mind he said, 

Dr. Vivekananda, to-day’s testimony 
showed, exploited a system of ereathing 
which if practiced regularly was alleged f 
to lift those who used it above their fel- 
lows by increasing their’ occult powers. 
This finally entitled them to ecome 
Yoris. The evidence showed that Mrs. 
Bull had undergone sufficient breathing 
culture to rank as a Yogi and to be called 
“ Senti Sara.’’ 

Many ietters from Indiana followers 
of the cull were found amone Mrs. Bull’s 
papers, according to the evidence to-day, 
and it wes said she corresponded with 
Hindu converts in all parts of the world. 

The so-called ‘“ Studio House" of Mrs. 
Bull at Cambridge, figured largely In to- 
day’s testimony. “Many of the ‘ mystic 
meditations ’’ were held there, according 
to the witnesses. Dr. Thorp. teatified, 
that it took ten days to overhaul and 
classify Mrs. Bull’s private papers. 

‘We found papers and letters all over 
the house, in baskets and boxes, upstairs 
and downstairs,’’ he said. 

Mr. Whipple asserted that two women 
lived in Mrs. Bull's house in the capacity 
of mediums, but.Dr. Thorp said he had 
no knowledge of it. He did admit, though 

that Miss Noble called Mrs. Bult “ Sent! 
Sara.”” It was also learned that another 
member of the household was called 
** Yum.”

Insurrecto Leaders Did Not Control 
the Men—Three Rich Mining 
Camps Captured. 
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Special Cable to THE NEw YORK Trmms. 

MEXICO CITY, May 22.—Incomplete 
reports of conditions in Torreon are 
beginning to reach this city. A desper- 
ate situation is described. 

The Federals defended the place w!th 
great valor for two days and nights 
until their ammunition was exhausted, 
when they evacuated the town. This 
was followed by twelve hours of loot 
and rapine before the insurrecto lead- 
ers got the situation under control. 

The death list in the fighting and 
rioting is said to be several hundred, 
while the property loss will reach 
$1,000,000. 

Great fear is entertained here for 
American interests at Teziutlan, Del 
Oro, and El Alpujahua, three highly 
developed mining camps which were 
taken yesterday by rebels. At El Alpu- 
jahua much English capital is invested 
in some of the richest mines in Mexico. 


MEXICO CITY, May 22.—Official re- 
ports received here to-day by couriers 
traveling the devious trails of the plains 
and mountains before arriving at a tele- 
graph station tell the story of a massacre 
of 206 Chinese at Torreon, following -the 
rebel occupation of that city last week. 
Upon receipt of the news at the Chinese 
Legation the Chargé d’Affaires imme- 
diately made formal representations to 
the Mexican Government, 

The story, as received, of the three- 
day battle and sacking of the city of 
Torreon is replete with incidents of cru- 
elty and indicates*that the rebel leaders 
did not hold their men in control, or that 
they turned them loose to prey on con- 
quered and defenseless people. The offi- 
cial advices do not give the number of 
dead, but taking the 206 Chinese as a 


basis it is probable that the number is 
larger. 

The last dew of the Torreon battle was 
May 15. On that day Gen. Lejero retired 
with Pris Federal forces and the rebels 
entered the citv. Citizens found them- 
selves utierlvy 1 nable to contro] the mob, 
and reports received to-day indicate that 
scores of innocent residents were added 
to the list of victims 

Always antagonistic to the yellow race, 
the rebels and the Federais engaged in a 
race riot. Part of the business of Tor- 
reon ‘gs conducted by Chinese, some of 
whom are wealthy, and, according to re- 
ports received, the rioters shot down or 
stabbed without mercy every Oriental 
thev encountered. 

That the Chinese Chargé da’Affaires will 
be able to get indemnity for many of the 
victims is,dovbted here, for since Sir 
@brentung Liang Cheng visited this coun- 
iry five years ago and advised his coun- 
trvr.en t» become Mexican citizers, al- 
mest all have taken out naturalization 
papers. 


EAGLE PASS, Texas, May 22.—In a des- 
perate fight between Mexican insurrectos 
and Chinese at Torreon, 225 Chinese were 
killed, according to information received 
here to-day br Sam Wah, owner of the 
International Hote), at Porfirio Diaz, 
across the river from here.

WASHINGTON, May 22.—As soon as 
the outrages on Chinese subjects at Tor- 
reon are officially reported to the Chinese 
Minister at Washington, who is also ac- 
credited to the Mexican”Government, he 
will take steps to protest to Mexico. The 
Minister has already instructed his 
Chargé d’Affaires at Mexico City to make 
vigorous representations in regard to the 
reported murdering of eight and wound- 
ing of three Chinese at Imures, Sonora.

Sigmund Sternau, a manufacturer, of 
195 Plymouth’Street, Brooklyn, in a com- 
munication to THE NEW YORK TIMES says 
that the Sternau who, according to press 
dispatches was hanged by Mexican rebels 
after the capture of Torreon, was one of 
his cousins. Two brothers, Julius and 
Carlos Sternau, were hotel proprietors in 
Torreon. 

Mr. Sternau received last Feb. & the fol- 
lowing letter from one of his cousins: 

My dear Sieg: I have not heard from 
you lately, but as I promised to send you 
some news once in a while, I am writing. 
The town directly acrags the river from 
where Sieg and Helene live is in danger 
of being attacked. From what we can 
learn, the forces on both sides are more or 
less equal. It is a good thing that the 
forces are a good distance from us. So 
far they are not near enough to affect us 
personally, and business has been better 
than usual, as people from the country, not 
feeling any 1.00 safe, have come in to trade 
with us. Then, considering that this year’s 

crop will be good, we have no kick com- 
ing. We are in good health. 

Though ranches get robbed quite often, 
our town has been quiet as usual, For- 
@igners, and Americans especially, are 
never molested. Tne rebels have come 
with money to the stores belonging to for- 
eigners, and have paid cash for what they 
needed. The constitutional Government is 
the same as u3zual, so we do not complain. 
Those mountaincers are great sharpshoot- 
ere"and the number of their victims is 
said to be horrible. That is all for to- 
day. With my kindest regards for all of 
the folks, and yourself tn particular, I am, 
yours, JULIUS.

MADERO IS NOW WAITING. 


When Diaz and Corral Go, He Will 
Consider Trip to Capital. 


Special to The New York Times. 

JUAREZ, Mexico, May 22.—Francisco I. 
Madero, Jr.,.received scores of telegrams 
to-day from all parts of Mexico congrat- 
ulating him on the signing of the peace 
agreement with the Mexican Government 
last night. He is now quietly awaiting 
the promised resignation of President Diaz 
and Vice President Corral, and as soon as 
these become effective he will be ready 
to definitely set the date for his departure 
for Mexico City. 

Sefior Madero says that he wishes !t to 
be understood that wher he does go to 
the capital it will be as a private citizen 
anxious to do all within his power to re- 
establish peace in his country. Whatever 
he does to aid Sefior de la Barra in the 
political reorganization of the republic 
will be as a citizen. The so-called point 
regency of himself and Sefior de la Barra 
he declares to be impossible, because it 
would be unconstitutional, and because 
“no good Mexican ”’ would tolerate it. 

According to officials of the Provisional 
Government, the peace agreement is being 
accepted by all the insurrecto chiefs in 
Mexico, with the possible exception of the 
Socialist rebels in Lower California. 

Six of the men chosen for Cabinet 
places in the new Adniinistration have ac- 
cepted. They are Ernesto Madero, an 


uncle of Mr. Madero, for Minister of 
Finance; Dr. Francisco Vasquez Gomez 
for Minister of Public Instruction, Manuel 
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Bonilla for Minister of Communications, 
Manuel Calero for Minister of Coluoniza- 
tion and Industry, Emillo Vasquez Goinez 
for Minister of Interior Administration, 
and Vasquez Tagle, if his health permits, 
Minister of Justice. 

Dr. Francisco Vasquez Gomez left for 
San Antonia to-night and will go on to 
the capital. Judge Carbajal, the Federal 
peace envoy, was on the same ttain. 

Sefor Madero this afternoon received a 
telegram from Minister de la Barra at 
Mexico City indicating that harmony will 
prevail] in the establizhment of the new 
Government. It said 


I thank you for your congratulations. I 
sincerely hope that with the help of all 
sons of Mexico, now united in the same 
sentimert of patriotism, the definite re-es- 
tablishment of peace will proceed rapidly. 
I appreciate the value of your offer to co- 
operate with me in this great work, to 
aie tae shall dedicate my energy.» It will 
P pleasure to receiv 
Robles Dominguez. cad ae aaee 
Sefor Dominguez, while on his way to 

Mexico City, was designated by Madero 
to rperesent him temporarily. 

Dr. Gomez denied to-day that the insur- 
gent leader Figueroa cannot be depended 
upon to carry out safeely the peace ar- 
rangement, He asserted that Figueroa 
was one of the best oe 7 wea Generals 
in the army of the rebellion, and that 
Madero had assurance of his absolute 
fidelity and_ obedience. 

The only disquieting reports to-day were 
private advices from Mexico City that 
members of the Cientifico party—of which 
Sehor Limantour was the founder fifteen 
years ago, and Sefior Corral one of the 
leaders—were thinking of starting a revo- 
lution. Trouble from the Cientifico ele- 
ment, it is admitted here, is expected, 
but whether it will take the form of armed 
revolt after Madero assumes power is not 
yet clear. It is not thought that the Mexi- 
can people will rally to any revolution- 
ary movement for some time, and the 
Opposition from the Cientificos, it is be- 
lieved, really will be in the nature of 
vigorous political activity. 

The insurrecto troops may be kept at 
the various garrisons in Mexico for a 
few months in readiness for trouble, but 
no definite plans along that line have 
been formed by Sefior Madero. He in- 
tends to see that the guarantees are car- 
ried out by the installation of good Gov- 
ns and nis intention at present is to 
keep the troops mobilized merely until 
complete order be restored. 


DE LA BARRA THANKS REYES. 


Mme. Reyes Shows Improvement, but 
Is Still Seriously Il. 


HAVANA, May 22.—Gen. M. Bernardo 
Reyes, whose journey from Europe to 
Mexico was interrupted here on instruc- 
tions from the Mexican Government pend- 
ing further developments in the Mexican 
revolutionary situation, to-day received 
a cablegram from Francisco de la Barra, 
as Provisional President of the Mexican 
Republic.

FIXED LUMBER PRICES.

Output Also Curtailed on Orders, Ad- 
mits Secretary in Ouster Suit. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ST, LOWIS, Mo., May 22.—That the big 
lumber companies agreed on the curtail- 
ment of production, the prices were fixed 
by a committee, and that printed price 
lists were sent to all the firms, as a 
means of controlling the market, were 
facts established to-day in the hearing of 
the State's ouster suit against the lumber 
trust. Taking of depositions in the suit 
began in the Southern Hotel. 

The suit was filed on July 30, 1908, by 
Attorney General Hadley, now Governor. 

George Kk. Smith, Secretary of the Yel- 
low Pine Manufacturers’ Association, was 
asked about the world’s fair meeting of 
the Southern Lumber Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation, the former name of the Yellow 
Pine men. The meeting, he testified, 
Went into executive session, and the Sec- 
retary’s minutes showed that “it was 
thought advisable to recommend to all 
manufacturers a reduction of 331-3 per 


cent. in the output of all sawmills until 
such time as the demand should more 
nearly absorb the supply.”’ 

Mr. Smith then said he had sent out 
notice to all the members to reduce their 
output for ninetv days. He said that be- 
fore the expiration of the _ ninety-day 
period he sent out a notice that the cur- 
tailment should continue for ninety days 
more. From output of 3,500,000.000 to 
4,000,000,000 feet, «he said, a reduction 
of 5,000,000 feet was shown between June 
1904, and January, 1905. :

MONTREAL, May 22.—Leaving his hat 
and coat and visiting cards on a Seine 
bridge to make his family believe that he 
had» committed suicide, Jean Abbadie 
d’Arrast, a member of one of the ancient 
and noble families of France, fled with 
Héléne Benoit, the governess of his ‘chil- 
dren, and the couple were detained at 
Quebec on Saturday by the immigration 
authorities. To-morrow the authorities 
will decide whether the arrivals will be 
deported as undesirables, which, it is 
probable, will be the case. 

The couple came to Canada on the 
steamship Lake Manitoba. They traveled 
as Mr. and Mrs. Wye, bound for Saska- 
toon.

MANY DIE FROM HEAT. 


Pittsburg Has Thirty in Four Days 
and Philadelphia Five Yesterday.

PHILADELPHIA, Penn., May 22.,--All 
heat records for ttrts year and for May 
22 in the records of the Weather Bu- 
reau were broken at 4 o’clock this after- 
hoon, when the mercury reached 92 de- 
grees. The previous high mark this year 
was ‘1 degrees, on May 18. The hot- 
test May 22 in weather records wags 87 
degrees, in 1884, 

The high humidity and the heat caused 
the death of five persons, according to 
the Coroner’s record. It was fine at 6 
o'clock tnis morning, although a trifle 
muggy, but the mercury began to climb 
perscveringly until it had covered 21 exe 
tra degrees in six hours. In one hour, 
from 8 to 9 o'clock, the temperature 
jumped 8 degvees. In the next hour it 
rose only 3 degrees. Between 10 and 12 


o'clock the mercury gained another 8 de- 
grees.

MYSTERIOUS BRITISH 
ATRSHIP LAUNCHED 


Construction of Naval Dirigible 
Surrounded with Extraor- 
dinary Secrecy. 























CAN BE MOORED ON WATER 





Vessel Said to be 612 Feet Long—is 
Expected to Take Part In the 
Coronation Review. 


BARROW-IN-FURNESS, May. 22.= 
Great Britain’s first naval airship, the 
construction of which has been surrounde - 
ed by much secrecy, was successfully 
launched here to-day and is now anchored 
behind wind sreens erected in the harbor. 
The airship was named the Mayfly. 
| The airship is of the rigid type, with 
a blunt nose tapering to a pointed stern. 
A feature of the construction is the pro- 
vision for two separate gondolas for the 
engines. The airship is specially designed 
for naval purposes and can be moered 
on the water. 

The outer covering of the upper half of 
the dirigible consists of silk treated with 
a special waterproof dressing, over which 
aluminium dust has been sprinkled. The 
lower part of the bag is of yellow silk, 
treated with the same waterproofing ma- 
terial, but without the aluminium. 

The airship has been built under the 
rules of the Official Secrets act, and the 
great shed in which it has. been housed 
has been guarded night and day by sen- 
tries, consisting of Marines from the war- 
ship Hermione. <A large inclosed sheet 
of water, approximately half a mile iong 
on each side, was selected at the Caven- 
dish Dock here for the shed for the hous- 
ing of the dirigible. The, building is 6v0 
feet long, 100 feet wide, and nearly 70 
feet high. The foundations for one side 
were built in the sloping pitching of the 
dock embankment, and the other side was 
founded on the actual.dock bottom. 

The vessel is said to be 512 feet in 
length and 48 feet in diameter. Inside 
the framework are eighteen bags for hy- 
drogen. The dirigible was designed and 
constructed for Messrs. Vickers by Fran- 
cis Morton & Co. of Liverpool. No less 
than 6500 tons of steelwork was used. 

The airship will, it is understood, take 
part in the coronation naval review. 

The great Lebaudy dirigible, belonging 
to the British Army, came to’an untime- 
,ly.end a few days ago on the occasion of 
‘its first trial flight since the accidental 

ripping up of its gasbag on its arrival at 
Farnborough last October. It had come 
pieted four circles of Farnborough Com- 
mon, and its engine had been shut off, 
when a gust of wind struck it and it 
drifted low. The waiting men of the bal- 
loon section tried to catch the guide- 
ropes, but failed. Then the engines were 
Started .again and ballast was thrown 
out. A few moments later the dirigible 
had reached Woodlands Cottage, its en- 
velope had been pierced by chimneys and 
fir trees, and it had broken its back across 
the roof.

Studies Brooklyn's Future Needs 
with Possible View of Aid 
for Manhattan. 








NEW WARNING TO PUBLIC 





Householders Must Stop Leaky Flx- 
tures—Use of Ten Mile River 
Supply Strongly Urged. 





Mayor Gaynor, accompanied by Water 
Commissioner Thompson, made a trip 
yesterday through the Long Island wa- 
tershed, from which Brooklyn draws its 
supply. There is no prospect of a short- 
age in Brooklyn this Summer, but the 
threatened famine in Manhattan and the 
Bronx has drawn the Mayor's attention 
strongly to the water supply problem in 
general, and after his recent tour of the 
Croton watershed he determined to in- 
form himself of the conditions in other 
boroughs. It is his intention to pay a 
visit soon to Staten Island and go over 
with Commissioner Thompson the situa- 
tion in the Borough of Richmond. 

The Mayor's trip yesterday started from 
his Summer home at St. James, L. L, 
where Mr. Thompson, in his automobile, 
picked him up in the morning. Together 
they went over part of Suffolk County, 
which it is proposed to include in the 
Long Island watershed, which now stops 
at the county line between Nassau and 
Suffolk. This project is not a new one, 
nor is the problem presented pressing. 
The plan was submitted to the Board of 
Estimate several years ago by William 
B. Ellison, when he was Water, Commis- 
sioner. It was taken before the Board 
of Water Supply, which decided that this 
addition to the system would not be need- 
ed for many years, as the early comple- 
tion of the Catskill aqueduct will furnish 
an increased supply for Brooklyn, as well 
as other parts of the city, before there 
fs any chance of a severe shortage across 
the river. 

The Brooklyn water supply is drawn 


entirely from artesian wells, from which 
the water is pumped and piped to a cen- 
tral conduit along the south shore of 
the island. The artesian supply seems to 
be practically inexhaustible, as the entire 
island is a natural reservoir, and there 
is no such necessity for storing immense 
quantities of water as are needed for 
Manhattan and the Bronx. 

It has been suggested that a famine in 
Manhattan might be prevented by piping 
water from Brooklyn, and the Mayor 
and the Commissioner may have had this 
in mind in looking over the Long Island 
scurce of supply, but the plan for ex- 
tending the watershed into Suffolk has 
to do rather with the future needs of 
Brooklyn and Queens. The plan is to 
acquire land in Suffolk County for addi- 
tional wells and to bring the surrounding 
territory under city control, for the pre- 
vention of contamination. The expensé 
of the project is estimated at $47,000,000, 
and it has been pointed out that if it is 
to be done it would better be undertaken 
soon, owing to the rapid increase in 
values that is in progress on Long Island. 

So far as the possibility of relieving the 
present needs of Manhattan and the 
Bronx by drawing from Brooklyn is 
concerned, it is thought that it would be 
»yrecluded by Brooklyn’s objections in any 
situation short of an absolute stoppage 
of the Croton supply. a possibility that 
some engineers regard as none too fre- 
mote. 


The Ten Mile Riwer Project. 


While suggestions of this kind are being 
made, the project for immediate relief 
which has attracted the most attention is 
that recently brought to the attention of 
the Mavor and Water Commissioner by 
Charles Whiting Baker, editor of The En- 
gineering News. for turning the flow of 
the Ten Mile River into the Croton water- 
shed. The feasibilty of this plan from an 
engineering standpoint is admitted, and 
Mr. Baker is not impressed with the legal 
difficulties that -have been raised up 
whenever it has been suggested. He 
pointed out yesterday that, although it is 
not generally understood, the Ten Mile 
River lies almost wholy within the State 
of New ~-York and crosses the line into 
Connecticut only as it is about to plunge 
into the Housatonic. Part of the water- 
shed lies in Connecticut, but that is true 
also of the Croton watershed. 

“The only valid objection to this plan,” 
he said, ‘‘ would be that of mill owners 
along the Ten Mile River, whose water 
power would be reduced to the extent of 
perhaps one-elghth. It has always been 
feared that one or more of them might 
obtain an injunction in the Federal courts 
against the diversion of part of their 
water power, but I believe that we could 
make such a showing to the court of the 
acute danger of a water famine, with 
the possibility of enormous loss of prop- 
erty and lives and danger from fire and 
unsanitary conditions, that it would re- 
fuse a permanent Injunction, if we put up 
a bond to indemnify any mill owners who 
might suffer. 

“Another legal obstacle is a statute of 
New York State, enacted seven or eight 

ears ago, absolutely forbidding New 

ork City to take water for its needs 
from Dutchess County, through which Ten 
Mile River runs. Immediate appeal 
Should be made to the New York Legis- 
lature to repeal this law and grant New 
York City any needed powers to secure 
this emergency supply. 

“It is the business of the engineering 
profession to secure the ends of justice 
without unnecessary delay and expense. 
The proposition that New York City must 
be exposed 9 the danger of water famine 
because of legal difficulties in securing 
water, which is flowing to waste just 
across a State acayrawa & is @ proposition 
calculated to bring the law into contempt. 
This is not @ matter which affects New 
York City alone. Upon her markets and 
upon Ker industry the rest of New York 
State and the adjacent portions of Con- 
necticut are largely dependent. In fact 
disaster to New York City, such as may 
easily come to pass, would be a calamity 
to the Nation at large. 


No Time To Lose. 


“The measure suggested is the quick- 
est and easiest method by which relief 
from impending danger can be secured, 
but to be effective it must be taken at 
once. Not a day or an hour should be 
lost. There will be delays enough at best 


in installing the plant and getting it into 
operation. If the city waits until the 
water tamine is actually upon it, until 
the last gallons of water are flowing out 
of the reservoirs, it will be too late. 

Such an emergency .connection with 
the Ten Mile River could be made in 
from two to four months. It would not 
be necessary to use heavy pipe, and by 
dividing up the contracts for the seven 
and a half miles needed the work could 
be done in short order. It would add 50,- 
0,000 gallons a day to our failing sup- 
ply. So far as any engineering difficul- 
ties are concerned, the Ten Mile River is 
as near to the Central Park reservoir as 
if it flowed into the Hudson at Spuyten 
Duy vil. An inexpensive and quickly 
erected pumping pliant and pipe line will 
bring its water to a point from which it 
will flow by gravity all the way to New 
York.”’ 

The Ten Mile River 
one. It was first advocated years ago 
aS @ sourcs of increased supply for 
Brooklyn when that borough was ‘an in- 
depend ont city. In 1900, when John R. 
freemen investigated possible future 
sources Of supply for the whole city, he 
reported to Controller Coler in favor of 
using both the Ten Mile River and the 
upper Housatonic as an addition to the 
Croton system. This was before the Cats- 
kill project was taken up, and he worked 
out a at for a permarent addition to 


roject is not a new 


the existing system, The inclusion of the 
Hovsatonie necessarily involved the con: 
sent of the State of Connecticut, but con- 
cerning the present project for the use 
of the Ten Mile River alone there is a 
difference ot opinion. In any event, the 
Connecticut Legisluture, as Mr. Baker 
has pointed out, is in session. Mr. Free- 
man said in his report: 


The cheapest and most available source by 
far, if the Connecticut Legislature will co- 
operate in permitting it to be obtained, 
is the Ten Mile River combined with the 
upper Housatonic, which, with no expense 
for pumping and with comparatively short 
aqueducts, will provide 750,000,000 gallons 
per day by gravity flow in the very driest 
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of years at the city limits, from e large 
new distributing reservoir, at*s cost which 
will probably not exceed §10 per million 
gallons, even if land and water damages 
are extravagantly high. 

The best plan for making the whole of 
this watershed available is by a single high 
dam located about three-fourths of a mile 
rey from the little village of Weba- 
tuck, N. Y., about one and a half miles up- 
stream from the confluence of the Ten Mile 
River with the Housatonic and placing tho 
outlet channel] to run past Pawling. 


Speaking of the Ten Mile River alone, 
Mr. Freeman said: 


The Ten Mile River can be relied upon 
to supply 150,000,000 gallons per day 
throughout a series of years of extremely 
low rainfall and all of this additional supply 
will flow by opening a sluice-gate at Pawl- 
ing into the East Branch Reservoir of the 
Croton watershed. 

No other such supply found on the map 
epuals this in directness,“ cheapness, sim- 
plicity, economy of operation, or facilities 
for quick construction. 

The Burr Commission on Additional 
Water Supply, in its report in 1903, said: 
The watershed of the Ten Mile River Hes 
just east of the Fishkill and Wagqginger 
~ Creek watershed and west of the Housa- 
tinic River. Above Pawling the river has a 
drainage area of about 2 square miles. 
The direct pollution 1s much less on this 
stream than in the case of the Housatonic 
River. The water which could be collected 


from this watershed would be practically 
clean. 


Legal Obstacfes Are Feared. 


In their absence from the city it was 
impossible yesterday to obtain the‘ views 
of Mayor Gaynor or Commissioner 
Thompson on the Ten Mile River emer- 
gency project, and the other officials of 


the Water Department, from Deputy Com- 
mission Bennett and Chief Engineer De 
Varona down, were silent, owing to an 
order of Commissioner Thompson that no 
information shall be made public except 
by himself. The members of the Board 
of Water Supply, however, seemed to 
think the legal difficulties considerable. 
This is the State Commission which has 
charge of the construction of the Cats- 
kill Aqueduct. Commissioner Charles N. 
Chadwick said: 

“IT am not inclined to take much stock 
in these ideas for quick relief. Take the 
proposition to tap the Ten Mile River. 
Wholly aside from the engineering diffi- 
culties in the way of laying an adequate 
pipe line in a space of time short ao ge 
to afford the city any real relief at the 
time relisf is wanted, you face the fact of 
having the State of Connecticut to reckon 
With, and the State of Connecticut has 
the ecision of Judge Shipman in the 
United States Circuit Court to fall back 
upon. Judge Shipman held that inter- 
State water cannot be appropriated by one 
State without the consent of the other. 
Besides Connecticut we should have to 
treat with Massachusetts to get that 
water. Granting the unlikely possibility 
of getting two Legislatures to give per- 
mission, we would then be up against the 
injunctions which factory owners would 
certainly obtain to prevent us from cute 
ting off their water power. 

“The situation simply emphasizes the 
great need for the engineering job we now 
have under way. It should be said that it 
is not an unexpected situation. On the 
contrary, it is a situation that we have 
seen coming for a long time. The bare 
possibility of such a predicament was one 
of the salient reasons for the creation of 
this board and the undertaking on which 
we are working. All that we ask is that 
the city hold on for two and a half years 
more. By that time we shall be able to 
pour Catskill water into the Croton wa- 
tershed, and the present situation will be 
an impossibility. 


Citisens Must Be Careful. 


** People must undérstand that this prob- 
lem of getting water for a city is not one 
that can be solved offhand. It may be 
that New York waited too long before 
beginning work to increase its water sys- 
tem. We will hope this is not so. In any 
event, if citizens will be careful, and if 
the Water Commissioner will continue his 
wise efforts to restrict waste, much may 
be done to prevent actual suffering. 

“For example, there is the water sup- 
plied to vessels in the harbor, a large 
quantity. That can be cut off and ships 
compelled to get their supply from New 
Jersey. We can be more careful with 
flushing. The supply available for the 


parks can be reduced. True, it is unfor- 
tunate to divert water from either of 
these purposes, but when we face a fam- 
ine we cannot be too careful. I do not 
think, though, there will be a shortage of 
potable water. What will probably hap- 
pen will be a reduced flow, and conse- 
quently less supply for all but necessary 
household purposes. I do not think we 
need fear a situation as bad as that which 
vonfronted Brooklyn in 1900, when the 
available supply in the reservoirs was only 
cight hours ahead of demand. 

“Tn case we are forced to adopt any 
temporary expedients, I think the most 
practical thing would be a pipe line across 
to Long Island. Brooklyn might be able 
to spare some water, and in case permis- 
sion could be obtained, wells could bé 
sunk in Suffolk County and the water 
piped here. Long Island is much better 
off in the matter of water supply than 
we are.”’ 

Commissioner Galvin expressed similar 
views. 

Beside and beyond the threatened short- 
ace of water for household. purposes en- 
gineers are worried over the possibility of 
the famine reaching such a point as to 
render the Fire Department helpless 
against a conflagration. Some reassur- 
ance is drawn from the fact that the 
quantity of water used in a year in fight- 
ing fires is less than the daily consump- 
tion of the two boroughs affected. When 
this was pointed out to Mr. Baker yester- 
day, however, he said that the question 
was whether the reservoirs might not be 
entirely exhausted and the Fire Depart- 
ment left without any water at all. 

The fact that the water is lower in 
Croton Lake, where it flows into the aque- 
ducts, than {n the upper reservoirs, which 
empty into the lake through the Croton 
River, was commented on yesterday as 
indicating that a mistake had been made, 
as much of the water in the upper reser- 
voirs would be lost when allowed to flow 
down, owing to the dry condition of the 
river bed. Engineers said, however, that 
this was the proper way to handle’a reser- 
voir system. The nearer storage is al- 
lowed to run low, for otherwise a gett | 
rain might cause it to overflow and spill 
millions of gallons that were badly need- 
ed. On the other hand, if a heavy rain 
came under present conditions the water 
in the upper reservoirs could be reduced 
and that in the lake increased, so that 
none of the rainfall would be lost. 

Tt was denied that the water was 80 
low in the Croton River that the flow 
from the upper reservoirs would be large. 
ly lost. While part of the river bed is 
dry, the middle agghones where the bed 
is lower, ‘s not only covered by water, but 
there is at present in progress a flow of 
50,000,000 gallons a day from the Bog 
Brook revervoir and 80,000,000 gallons a 
day from the Boyd Corners reservoir, 
which passes through the Croton River 
and Croten Lake irto the aqueducts. This 
flow is necessitated by the undertakings 
of the city under which it must provide 
a certain amount of water power for mills 
along the way. The two reservoirs named 
are the mcst remote of any from the lake. 

Another fallacy that was disposed of 
vesterday was the oft-repeated assertion 
that New York City, with characteristic 
extravagance, is the greatest consumer 
of water per capita in the United States. 
As a matter of fact, New York is quite 
modest in this respect. Its daily con- 
sumption per capita is 111 gallons, or was 
until Commissioner Thompson began put- 
ting on the screws. Below it in consump- 
tion are Milwaukee, Cleveland, Roches- 
ter, Kansas City, and Minneapolis, the 
last with a per capita of only 55 gallons; 
but above it come Los Angeles, Baltimore, 
Boston, Jersey City, Detroit, and Chi- 
cago, with 185 gallons; Washington, Phil- 
adelphia, Pittsburg, and Buffalo, the last 
with 3823 en three times as 
much as New York. 

Commissioner Thompson, whose efforts 
to stop waste have already shown mate- 
rial results in the reduction of consump- 
tion, prepared a new circular yesterday, 
of which 150,000 copies are to be printed 
for circulation among property owners in 
Manhattan and the Bronx. It says: 


To stop waste of water an Inspection is 
to be made of these premises, and your at- 
tention is called to the necessity of having 
all fixtures in good order, as the rules of 
the department provide a penalty of $2 for 
each leaky fixture. You are hereby notified 
to have all leaky fixtures immediately re- 
paired. The use of hose, either Inside or 
outside of buildings, is prohibited. It ts 
hoped that vou will do everything In your 
power to stop all unnecessary use of water 
so that we may avert as much as possible a 
situation which would be most serious. 
The City Club addressed the Board of 

Aldermen yesterday on the need of the 
200 additional Inspectors, saying: 


We feel sure that those who failed to 
vote for it did not understand the urgency 
of the water supply situation, so far as 
Manhattan and the Bronx is concerned. 

The safety of the city from fire, as well 
as the health of all its citizens, demands 
that every effort be made to prevent waste 
and reduce unnecessary consumption in 
order that the supply in storage shall hold 
out until] the water fall of next Autumn 
and Winter relieves the situation. We urge 
a favorable vote on this matter at the meet- 
ing of May 23.

O'REILLY TRSTIFIES 
IN HIS OWN BEHALF 


Lawyer Takes the Stand to Ex- 
plain His Part in the Return 
of Bancroft’s Securities. 





SAYS HE GOT ONLY A $50 FEE 





Denles That He Ever Had the Stolen 
Shares In His Possession—A 
Test for His Memory. 





Daniel O’Reilly, the lawycr, who is on 
trial before Justice Vernon M. Davis in 
the Criminal Branch of the Supreme 
Court on a’ charge of receiving stolen 
goods in connection with the theft of 
$87,000 worth of securities from Aaron 
Bancroft, took the stand yesterday in his 
own defense and told of his part in the 
transaction. 

Before O’Reilly began his testimony 
several character witnesses were exam- 
ined, among them being former Assistant 
District Attorney George Gordon Battle, 
Battalion Fire Chief Callahan, and Father 
James W. Powers of All Saints’ Church, 
all of whom testified that they knew 
O’Reilly to be of good character. 

O'Reilly said he was 41 years old and 
was admitted to the bar in 1892. He was 
an Assistant District Attorney eighteen 
years ago. He said that on March 16 
Frank J. Plass, the informer in the case, 
called to see him. Plass had been intro- 
duced to him as Mr. Francis by @ man 
named David Block in a Times Square 
restaurant the night before. He said that 
Block had telephoned to him saying that 
he had a case for him and wanted to see 
him there. O’Reilly also testified that he 
was introduced to another man named 
Brown, now known as Charles Yates, one 
of the men who robbed Mr. Bancroft. 

“They didn’t te!! ms what the case 


was,’’ continued O’Reilly, “ but sald they 
would meet me In my office the next day. 
Francis, who is really Plass, came there 
between 10:30 and 11 o'clock. I took him 
in my private office and he said to me: 
‘Have you read of the Brancroft robbery? 
For $6,000 I can have the thieves arrested 
and get the bonds back. Or, I think I 
$e O00 have the bonds returned (for 

5, x ‘ oe 

©’ Reilly said that as soon as Pliass had 
left he telephoned to Deputy Police Com- 
missioner Dougherty, who at that time 
was in charge of the Pinkerton Detective 
Agency in this city, and told him what he 
had heard from Plass. Dougherty called 
at his office and told him that he had 
been working on the case and that the 
Bancrofts wanted the bonds but did not 
care about getting the thieves. O'Reilly 
said that when he learned of this he re- 
plied: ‘“‘ Well, Dougherty, if they don’t 
want to pot the thieves I wash my hands 
of the whole affair.’’ 

The witness then told of other meetings 
with Piass and Brown and a visit by 
Dougherty, who, acording to the witness, 
faid he had been to see William D. Sul- 
livan, covnsel for the Bancrofts, who told 
him that they were willing to give a re- 
ward for the return of the stolen securi- 
ties. He said he then called up Plass and 
told him what Doughterey had said and 
made arrangements to have the stock 
returned to Sullivan. 

“Dougherty told me that Sullivan had 
said he would retain me to act for him 
for $50," continued the witness, ‘“‘and at 
Dougherty’s suggestion I ealled Sullivan 
up on the telephone. He told me he want- 

to retain me in the case when I called 
on him tn his ovffice at 85 Nassau Street 
on March 24 Sullivan told me that if I 
was successful in getting the stock he 
would see that I was properly compen- 
sated In addition to the $50 he gave me as 
a retainer.”’ 

O'Reilly then described the tte up 
Broadway in the taxicab with Sullivan 
and Plass the day the securities were 
turred over to Sullivan. He denied that 
he had held the securities for Plass or 
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that he had had- 
for one moment, 
@ Witnoss sald he let Sullivan out at 
Fifty-ninth Street and that Plass and 
himself went to the Night and Day Bank, 
where he Plass change the $50 which

FARMER. KILLS HIS WIFE. 


Then Vainly Tries Suicide—Had Been 
Drinking. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WHITE PLAINS, N. Y., May 22.—With 
the exclamation, ‘‘It is time that you 
died, and I will die with you,’’ Harry 
Ingram, a farmer and former Special 
Deputy Sheriff of Westchester County, 
pulled the trigger of a double-barreled 
shotgun as he faced his wife, Caroline, in 
the kitchen of their farmhouse at Mill- 
wood to-day. The shots killed her almost 
instantly. He tried to end his own life 


after the shooting, but was unsuccessful. 
Ingram had been drinking. 

he only witness to the murder was the 
couple’s nine-year-old grandson, Harry 
Anderson, who entered the room just as 
the shooting occurred. The farmer turned 
to the boy and said: “I have just killed 
four grandmother. Now I am going to 
join her.”” Ingram rushed up to the attic 
and fired four shots at himself, but his 
aim was poor, and the buckshot only dug 
a hole in the wall. ' 

When Coroner Amos C. Squtre and 
Sheriff Romaine Willfams arrived they 
found the farmer out in the road flour- 
ishing his gun. 

When er was locked up in the vil- 
lage jail he made another attempt to 
kill himself. He found an old milk bottle 
in his cell, and breaking off the top 
slashed his throat with the ragged edge. 
Then he cut an artery in his right wrist. 
Coroner Squire, who is a physician, after 
stopping the flow of blood, sewed up the 
wounds, and then brought Ingram to the 
White Flains Jail. 

‘“*T killed my wife ali right,”’ said the 

risoner to the Coroner in his confession, 
‘but why, I don’t know. It now seems 
all a dream to me. I loved her. She was 
a good woman and a loving wife. She was 
reading a letter from our dear son when 
I fired at her. She didn’t utter a word. 
Oh, I am so sorry that I did it. I wanted 
to die and tried to end it all.’’ 

The murderer is 63 years old, and had 
lived on the farm at Millwood for a num- 
ber of years. He had at one time been 
active {n politics. He had also been a 
keeper in Sing Sing Prison.

When 600 members of the Economic 
Club of New York gathered last night at 
the Hotel Astor for the fourth dinner of 
the season, ‘International Arbitration, 
Its Economic and Political Aspects,’’ was 
the subject for discussion, and from 
among the speakers two stood out in 
strong contrast as to their views. 

Baron D’Estournelles de Constant, Pres- 
ident of the Association for International 
Conciliation, was the idealist; Hudsom 
Maxim was the skeptic. Baron de Con- 
stant all but swept the audience off its 
feet with the enthusiasm with which he 
scorned the theory that any war is inevi- 
table. Mr. Maxim pointed quietly to the 
disturbing difficulties that beset the fut- 
ure of disarmament, and in his speech re- 
iterated tthe warning that war is coming 
from the Far East. 


“Disarmament is a beautiful dream,” 
gaid Mr. Maxim,” but it does seem to me 
to be impolitic and impracticable, The 
coming International Tribunal will need 
all ita guns to enforce its mandates,”’

And 
there is no rea believe that those 
noliticians who will have control of the in- 
ternational arbitration machine ‘will be 
any more honest than other machine poli- 
ticians. What an enormous field for graft 
it will be when some weaker nation tries 
to get its rights at the coming interna- 
tionai tribunal! 

“The only refuvenator of nations has 
been the sword,”’ said Mr. Maxim, unwill-

This measure eliminates entirely 
the double taxation of securities, which 
it is alleged has driven out of the State

vision, which has also been suggested, of 


|the old inheritance tax that was in force 


till last year. 

A. C. Pleydell, Secretary of the New 
York Tax Reform Association, in dis- 
cussing the Harte bill yesterday, laid 
great stress on the necessity of removing

“Though the high rates of the present 
law,” gaid he, “are the immediate cause 
of the withdrawal by non-residents of 
investments in New York corporations 
and such securities as they have hereto- 


fore had on deposit here, they have been 
impelled to action still more by the dis- 
covery that even though their securities 
are subject to inheritance taxation in 
their own States, New York will also 
exact a duty on all stock they hold in a 
New York corporation and on all securi- 
ties and money that they may have on 
deposit in a bank or safe deposit vault 


here. 

“It is quite true that under the old law, 
by which aenry to direct descendants 
were taxed per cent. and to collateral 


descendants 5 per cent., this double taxa-

I don’t want to 








STIMSON IN WAR OFFICE. | 


Takes the Oath and Receives the Gen- 
eral Staff and Civil Employes. 


Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, May 22.—Henry L. 
Stimson, the Republican nominee for Gov- 
ernor of New York, who notwithstanding 
Col. Roosevelt’s ardent support was de- 
feated by Gov. Dix, was sworn in to-day 
as Secretary of War to succeed Jacob 
McG. Dickinson, resigned. The oath was 
administered by John B, Randolph, Clerk 
of Records, who has performed the same 
office for many of Mr. Stimson’s pred- 
ecessors.

Mr. Stimson reached Washington this 
morning and called at once to pay his 
respects to the President. He was joined 
at the White House by Senator Root of 
New York and Representative Dwight of 
the same State. Together the three went 
to the War Department. 

Only a few personages were present at 
the time the new official took the oath. 
Secretary Dickinson was there, and Gen. 
Leonard Wood, Chief of Staff; Assistant 
Secretary Oliver, Private Secretary Pe- 
digo, besides Senator Root and Repre- 
sentative Dwight. 

As soon as the formal part of the pro- 
ceeding was over, more than 100 officers 
of the General Staff and others detailed 
to department work were received by the 
new Secretary. All of them were in full 
uniform, and all were cordially greeted 
by the incoming Cabinet official. 

When the officers had paid their re- 
spects to their new chief the civil em- 
ployes of the entire War Department were 
received. The incoming and outgoing 
Secretaries stood together as the line 
passed, the former making the acquaint- 
ance of his associates and the latter bid- 
ding them good-bye. 

The new Secretary said he would return

President Taft and Ambassador 
Jusserand Eulogize Engineer 
Who Planned Washington.

Finds the Capital Is Being Extended 
More on’ the Ideas of Real Estate 
Men Than Those of Art Lovers. 





WASHINGTON, May 22.—On a green 
knoll in front of the old Lee mansion in 
Arlington Cemetery, overlooking the Po- 
rtomac and the capital, a memorial was 
unveiled to-day to Major Pierre Charles 
L’Enfant, the French engineer to whose 
prophetic vision Washington owes its 
broad avenues and its symmetry of de- 
sign. 

President Taft, Ambassador Jusserand 
of France, and Senator Root of New York 
spoke in eulogy of Major L’Enfant. The 
ribbons of red, white, and blue that bound 
the American flag to the marble face 
of the memorial were lifted by Miss 
Eleanor Carroll Morgan, great-grand- 
daughter of William Dudley Digges, in 
whose home L’Enfant found refuge when 
he was dismissed from the service of this 
Government. Mer. Russell of St. Pat- 
rick’s Catholic Church made the invo- 
cation and pronounced the benediction. 

“There are not many,” said President 
Taft, “‘ who have to wait 100 years to 
receive the reward to which they are 
entitled, until the world shall make the 
progress which enables it to pay the just 
reward. The man whose memory we cele- 
brate to-day had a highly artistic tem- 
perament, and he had the defects which 
not infrequently accompany that tempera- 


basis of art. 
adequate provision made for those vistas 
and points of vantage for which L’ Enfant 
so carefully arranged. A true memorial 
would be an imitation of his plan. While 
we pay him honor may we not forget 
the lesson he taught. 

‘“L’Enfant died obscure. According to 
the prevailing standards of life, he died 
a failure. He went to an unknown grave. 
But a century has now passed away, and 
his name marks the renaissance among 
a great people of the principles of art 
for which he stood.”’ 

Ambassador Jusserand referred to the 
death of Minister of War Berteaux. 

‘* Berteaux,”’ said he, ‘was a man like 
L'Enfant. He died a victim of the new 
invention, the aeroplane, in which he was 
much interested. We in France cannot 
forget the way in which your President 
expressed his grief at that sad accident. 
We are very much moved in the Republic 
of France by it, for it shows more than 
ever that your joys are our joys and your 
sorrows our sorrows.”’ 

“By the million every year, on ships 
more and more numerous, immigrants, 
travelers, tourists, men of business, and 
men of leisure visit the United States,”’ 
M. Jusserand continued. ‘‘ The majority 
of them see this land for the first time. 
Without exception they are struck by its 
immensity, its resources, the number of 
its inhabitants, now nearing a hundred 
million. All of these who visit the Fed- 
eral city are unanimous in their praise of 
its beauty and its exact adaptation to the 
needs of a great nation. 

‘* With the mind of a poet, with the soul 
of a prophet, perceiving future ages as 
clearly as if they were tne present, a man 
foresaw, over a century ago, what we 
now see, and that man lies under the 
monument which a generous vote of Con- 
gress allows us to dedicate to-day—Major 
Pierre Charles L’Enfant.’’ 

Standing in front of the Lee mansion, 
the monument overlooks the Potomac 
River and the City of Washington. ‘The 
low base of stone supports. on its top a 
carved map, a fac simile of the original 
map of Washington as drawn by Major 
L’Enfant when he laid out the Federal 
capital under the direction of President 
Washington in July, 1790. L’Enfant was 
quite forgotten until 1909. From the 
time of his death in 1826 until that year 
his body lay in a lonely grave on a marsh- 
land farm. Congress made in 1909 an 
appropriation for the transfer of the body 
to the National Cemetery. 

Pierre Charies L’Enfant was born in 
France in 1755. He was a Lieutenant in 
the French provisional service in 1777, 
when he was brought to America by La- 
fayette, and entered the Continental Army 
in the Fall of that year as an engineer. 
On Feb. 18, 1778, he was made a Captain 
of Engineers. In 1779 Major L’Enfant 
was wounded In the attack on Savannah, 
and was taken prisoner at Charleston in 
May, 1780. He was exchanged the fol- 
lowing November, and on May 1783, 
was promoted to the rank of Brevet Ma- 
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ment; and it is that fact which has ob-

He stated that this creosote 
is a preservative and increases the 
length of life of ties, and that the rail- 
roads should be encouraged in every way 
to use it. He said that it made a very 
serious difference with the railroads 
whether they paid the duty or not. 

‘“*1 tried to get him to repeat the state- 
ment that Mr. Stuart had made to me, 
that Secretary MacVeagh had once told 
him that the railroads could not afford 
to pay duty on creosote. I did not want 
to ask him outright whether he made 
that statement, so I asked questions that 
would give nim an opportunity to make 
the statement if he desired. He did not 
say it to me in so many words, but he 
did broach that question by saying that 
the railroads ought to be encouraged to 
use the preservative.

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WINDING UP PACIFIC EXPRESS 


Goulds Found It Profitable to Wipe 
| Out Their Own Company. 


Contracts for the substitution of the 


Wells Fargo Express service on the roads 
comprising the Gould system in place otf 
the Pacific Express Company have not 
been signed yet, but only the formalities 
remain to be settled. The Wells Fargo 
Company will purchase most of the Pa- 
cific Company's equipment. 

A report sent out yesterday to the ef- 
fect that the Wells Fargo interests had 
acquired or would take over the Gould 
holdings of Pacific stock, amounting to 
$6,000,000, brought immediate denial from 
the Wells Fargo offices. On behalf of the 
Missouri Pacific it was said that the Pa- 
cific’s stock would be liquidated, but 
that the process might take from five to 
ten years, owing to the existence of con- 
tracts which must be carried out. It was 
Stated that the contract which has been 
offered by the Wells Fargo Company is 
so favorable in its terms that the Gould 
roads will profit by wiping out their own 
express company. 

The Wells Fargo service was displaced 
from the lines in the St. Louis San 
Francisco system on Jan. 1, 1910. The 
new arrangement fills in the gap which 
has since existed in its service in the 
Southwest, and the company will be able 
to turn over a large amount of through 
business to the Gould lines. The Gould 
roads will receive a percentage on all the 
business carried over their rails, and it 
was proved to their satisfaction that the 
proposed arrangement would bring in 
larger returns than the operation of the 
independent Pacific Express Company. 











Pliny Fisk Placed a Block in London 
to Complete All Work in Progress. 


It was announced yesterday by Presi- 
dent W. G. Oakman of the Hudson Com- 
panies that Pliny Fisk, of Harvey Fisk & 
Sons, had sold a block of the Hudson & 
Manhattan Company’s first mortgage 42 
per cent. bonds in Londen. Mr, Oakman 


declined to give the amount of the bonds 
included in the sale, but said that the 
proceeds would care for the small obliga- 
tions of the’ Hudson Companies which 
mature on Oct, 15 next, besides providing 
sufficient funds for completing all the 
work now in progress, including the con- 
nection with the Pennsylvania Railroad 
for a joint service to Newark. 

It was learned that the Hudson & Man- 
hattan expects to be able to inaugurate 
the Newark service on Aug. 1 next. When 
the connection at Summit Avenue is 
finished, the next work to be undertaken 
by Mr. McAdoo’s company will be the 
projected extension from Thirty-third 
Street to the Grand Central Station. 
Under the‘terms of the franchise granted 
the company actual construction work on 
this line must be started by Oct. 28.

Committees of holders here and in Eng- 
land of the defaulted bonds of North Car-

transferred to the Clearfield Company, 
subject to the lien of underlying mort- 
gages aggregating $6,823,000 and car pur- 
chase indebtedness amounting to $122,- 
841. The committee is to receive in pay- 
ment. $2,500,000 face value of the bonds 
of the Clearfield Company, less an amount 
equzl to the indebtedness of the receiver 
to tie New York Central & Hudson River 
Railroad, estimated at $660,187. These 
bonds are to be a part of a total of 
$5,000,000 44%, per cent. mortgage bonds, 
maturing Jan. 1, 10932.

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BRISCOE OPPOSES 
SPEED CONTESTS 


Racing Has Served Its Purpose 
and Speed Is Now a Matter 





of Horse Power. 





The controversy between Benjamin 


- Briscoe and numerous automobile manu- 


facturers who have taken exception to 
his statement about the good and the 
evil of automobile racing, has been seized 
as an Opportunity for a few persons to 
deal in personalities, instead of proving 
or attempting to prove the value of motor 
car speed contests. Mr. Briscoe repeats 
his statement that racing has served its 
purpose, but that it is no longer needed 
for speed, and now it is simply a matter 
of horse power. He sees no objection to 
new companies racing if their product 
can be thus improved, and he calls at- 
tention to the fact that very few of the 
old and prominent makers compete in 
speed contests, although in many cases 
they are supporters of reliability and en- 
durance runs. 

“A few persons have tried to make 
this controversy a clearing house for cyn- 
icism,’’ said Mr. Briscoe. ‘“‘If these men 
will be sincere, giving facts without de- 
claring their cars to be the best on earth 


and without professing their own hon- 
esty, the welfare of the automobile indua- 

and pastime would be better served.”’ 

r. Briscoe said he had not the slightest 
objection to giving credit to those who 
have been instrumental in the effort to 
make automobile racing a standard propo- 
sition, and cannot blame manufacturers 
for continuing to race if they feel that 
they have. something to learn from racing. 

“If stock car st cannot be depended 
upon always, what is the value of rac- 
ingi said Mr. Briscoe. ‘‘ There does not 
seen™to be any defense of racing with 
specially built cars, because freak racers 
bear no relation whatever to the stock 
car a@ purchaser buys, although it ma 
teach of some things that should be in 
stock cars. 

“To say that one manufacturer with a 
genuine stock car won a stock race or 
several of them does not give a clean bill 
of health to stock car racing in general. 
When eligibility is the cause of so much 
dissension, either before or after stock 
car races, the certainty or the doubt of 
genuineness seems to be settled by the 
fact that it is difficult to recall a race 
meet or ed contest in this country in- 
volving stock cars where there has not 
been a protest to the Contest Board of the 
American Automobile Association on the 
ground that the winning car was not

THE SHORT SUPPLY OF WATER. 

Every resident of Manhattan and the 
Bronx can do his share toward avert- 
ing @ water famine by using water eco- 
nomically. Few of us can do more than 
that to save himself and millions of his 
fellow-beings from discomfort and suf- 
fering. Much time may be required to 
secure a temporary supply of water 
from Ten Mile River in Connecticut, 
for we cannot avail ourselves of the re- 
sources of another State without many 
legal preliminaries. It seems the best 
solution of New York’s water supply 
problem to tap Ten Mile River with 
pipes and keep the supply thus ob- 
tained available until the Catskill 
Aqueduct is completed, from three to 
five years hence. But the authorities 
are compelled to move slowly in such 
matters, and meanwhile we are facing 
a serious situation. 

We must try to make the supply of 
water now available in the Croton res- 
ervoirs serve for the two boroughs 
through the Summer. There is likely, 
because of the danger of a short supply 
of water, to be a larger exodus than 
usual from the city this year, and it is 
likely.to begin earlier.

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THE OUTLOOK FOR PEACE. 

Gen. Francisco I. MADERO means 
well. Nobody who has followed the 
course of recent events’ in Mexico 
doubts either his patriotism or his good 
sense, He has signed an agreement to 
stop all hostilities, dismiss his troops 
as soon as possible, and facilitate the 
reconstruction of damaged telegraph 
and railroad lines, if Gen. PORFIRIO 
Diaz and RaMoNn CoRRAL resign the of- 
fices of President and Vice President 
before the end of May, and FRANCISCO 
L. DE LA BARRA becomes provisional 
President and calls for general elcc- 
tions, and his provisional Government 
guarantees indemnification for losses 
caused by the revolution. 

There is no reason to doubt that Gen. 
Diaz intends to resign and leave Mex- 
ico. Of Corrat’s intentions nothing 
is actually known. Dr ua BaRRA'S 
word is sufficient guarantee of his 
intention to permit Mappro to &ap- 
point a number of members of the pro- 
visional Cabinet and Governors of the 
various States, and have a voice in the 
preliminaries of reorganization. Sefior 
LIMANTOUR seems to acquiesce in these 
arrangements and has announced his 
intention of going to Europe to live. 
ENRIQUE C. Crim. seems to have 
vanished from the scene. Gen. FELIX 
Draz, commander of the police in the 
Federal District; LanpA Y HSCAN-~ 
pon, Governor of that district, and va- 
rious other powerful members of the 
Diaz group are silent.

ican be accurately determined. As at 
| present constructed, too, the propellers 
|are inefficient. They poorly utilize the 
power from the motor, throwing to the 
winds, in heat, energy that is supplied 
for propulsion. To increase the power 
of the motor would increase the weight 
of the machine. Mr. KRARvP is of the 
opinion that a slight improvement in 
the propellers would greatly increase 
the margin of safety and heighten the 
effect of every action of control. But 
until all aeroplanes are made more 
elastic, and become more efficient in 
propulsion than any yet invented, a 
rule of caution as to flying when the 
wind blows should be adopted by every 
aeronautical ‘society. This rule, also, 
should be considered by the civil au- 
thorities for the safety of aviators and 
of the spectators upon the aviation 
fields. 
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“ Honor,” in the tech- 
nical signification given 
to it by duelists, is full 
of mystery—and_ ab- 
surdity—for people who 
have abandoned single combat, formally 
arranged, as a means Of settling contro- 
versy or viniicating right and punishing 
wrong. Of course, impulsive fighting con- 
tinues to a greater or less extent in all 
countries, but that is a very different 
thing from dueling, and does net lack 
logic, whatever else may be said against 
it. Germany, however, is among the na- 
tions where the duel survives in the mil- 
itary caste and for some .-little distance 
below it, and naturally the Kaiser has 
taken it upon himself to decide just when 
his officers must engage in private bat- 
tle and when they can ‘‘ with honor” re- 
fuse or evaie the dangerous test. 

His latest pronouncement on the sub- 
ject is curious. For some time past every 
quarrel among army men that led to a 
challenge has had to be submitted to a 
“Court of Honor,” and if its members 
declared a duel necessary, the challenged 
party had to ‘‘ meet” his enemy or else 
fall into disgrace so deep as to make life 
almost intolerable. Now the Kaiser says 
that there is an alternative, If the re- 
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ceiver of the challengs..wacta to remain. 
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in the army he must await the decision of 
the honor court and follow its orders, but 
if he chooses to do so he can resign his 
commission and go back into civilian life 
Without a stain upon his reputation— 
provided the resignation precedes the date 
fixed for the determination of his case. 
To the uninitiate, viewing the matter 
by the light of reasoh, it would seem as 
if the adoption of this alternative would 
tear “‘honor”’ all to pieces, for while 
the fear of death is far from being the 
only motive for ndét waiting to hear 
whether one must stand up to be shot at 
with a pistol or to be cut and stabbed at 
with a sword, it is the motive that always 
first suggests itself to a critical and cyn- 
ical world. As explained in a dispatch 
from Berlin, the Kaiser’s position is that 
& man should be permitted to decide for 
himself whether or not his “‘ honor” de- 
mands a duel, and the court has au- 
thority only when the man is doubtful on 
that point. But if that is so, why make 
the man who doesn't want to fight resign 
from the army? If he can go out an hon- 


orable man he could apparently stay in 
one . 


Go severe are the British 
libel laws that they make 
personal criticism of the 
kind in which American 
newspapers indulge. s0 
frecly always dangerous and often ei- 
pensive.

Now and then a 
bill of this kind gets passed and signed, 
but so slight fs the public demand for 
greater protection from the newspapers

these new laws are for the most part 
ignered or defied with impunity and are 
eoon forgotten. 

Incidentally, the American newspapers, 
without any help from the lawmakers, 
show a steadily growing sense of respon- 
sibility, as anybody can see for himself 
if he will take the trouble to look over 
eld files and compare them with present- 
day issues,

ly reform is needed when a London paper 
thought it fudictous, recently, to pay a 
waitress £100 rather than take the chances 
of a ault which she threatened to bring 
bevansy of alleged injury done to her sen- 
sitive feelings by the printing of a humor. 

For she is portly, and under 
the picture were the words ‘The Stout 
Waitress.'’ Though the artist who made 
the sketch was willing to swear that he 
used another model, and never saw or 
heard of the offended nymph, it was con- 
sidered enafest te settle with her out of 
court.

Horses are capable of any stupidity, 
and they are never so happy as when 
they can work themselves up into a frenzy 
of fear, real or pretended, over something 
quite harmless. It is quite likely, there- 
fore, that a passionately red automobile 
would scare many horses able to endure 
with some approach to equanimity the 
passing of one of less hectic complexion. 
It does seem hard, however, if the paint- 
ing of motor cars must be adjusted to the 
silly timidities of an obsolescent animal. 

A like subserviency in the beginning 
would have banned the automobile from 
every road, for all horses started by hav- 
ing hysterics whenever they saw one of 
the machines, no matter what ita tint. 
If they could, as most of them now 
have, learned to tolerate the cars of 
sober hue, they can do the same for 
those that rival the rainbow. And they 
should be made to do so, Delaware Coun- 
ty juries to the contrary notwithstanding. 


Horse Sense

To the Pditor of The New York Times: 

Prof. Seligman’s chiding of Gov. Hughes for 
his oriticism of the proposed income tax 
amendment of the Federal Constitution was 
as foolish as it was uncalled for and dis- 
respectful. The professor was not careful to 
make his own statements accurate. He wasted 
much time and energy in disoussing the pro- 
priety of a Federal income tax and the effect 
upon the value of State and municipal bonds 
of a Federal tax upon incomes derived from 
them. With all due respect, I suggest that 
such arguments are foreign to the pending 
question, which relates solely to the specific 
amendment of the Constitution now proposed. 
A power to tax is a power to destroy, and 
will Prof, Seligman deny that if such a power 
be vested in Congress the extent of its ex- 
ercise will rest in the discretion of Congress? 
If the power to tax exists, the tax may be i 
per cent. or 80 per cent. or more. It fs idle 
to say that Congress will never exercise its 
power oppressively or unwisely. None can 
tell what a future Congress, with unlimited 
power, may do. 

A tax on income is a tax on the property 
that produces the income, and necessarily af- 
fects its value to @ greater or less extent. 
A Federal power to tax important iIinstru- 
mentalities of a State is a power to impose a 
burden upon the exercise of governmental 
functions of the State, and necessarily im- 


pairs pro tanto the sovereignty of the State. 
Is the State of New York willing to have its 
sovereignty in this respect clipped? Woe to the 
Democratic Party if it serves In such a role! 
If the blind lead the blind the chances are 
that both will fall into the ditch. Gov. Dix 
and his followers in this matter seem to be 
headed in that direction.

Librarians’ “ Vacation Graft.” 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

A subject that is now attracting a good deal 
of attention in library circles is what is termed 
‘‘vacation graft."’ The management of libra- 
ries, like that of the public schools, has al- 
Ways been very liberal in its allowance of 
holidays, granting employes one or more days 
off each month, In addition to Sundays, and 
two, three, and four weeks’ annual holiday, 
besides ten to fourteen days’ sick leave a year. 

This has not, however, been sufficient to sat- 
isfy some library officials who have used con- 
siderable ingenuity in devising new and original 
excuses for an extension of these liberal holi- 
day terms. Time spent in libraries in other 
cities dyring the Summer vacation hag been 
reckoned as days regularly employed in the 
library at home, as have also trips to annual 
library conferences. Sometimes a tour of Bu- 
rope will be represented to a guileless Board 
of Trustees as ‘ educational,”’ and therefore 
a leave of absence with half or full pay will. be 
asked and usually granted. At other times 
the head of a department will prolong the Sum- 
mer trip @ week or two and then expect no 
deduction of salary to be made. Occasionally, 
when there ts friction between two assistants, 
the matter is adjusted by allowing one of them 
(generally the more obstreperous) a leave of 
absence—in one instance recently for a whole 
year—on half pay. As a@ librarian in a big 
city ! the Northwest said the other day in 
& newspaper interview, while discussing this 
widespread “library disease,'’ as he called it, 
this whole vacation business would be funny 
if it waen’t so costly to the taxpayers.

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The Case of Cain. 


To the Editor of The New York Timea: 

Tam one of quite a number of negroes that I 
know who read THe TIMBmS every day. I note 
in your issue of Saturday an editorial article on 
the case of Cain, who ran amuck down in New 
York City, killing two persons and wounding 
others. You express the opinion that he de- 
serves capital punishment, and while I would 
not for a moment condone his crime, there are 
circumstances connected with the case that 
have not been brought out In the newspapers, 
but will, no doubt, be considered at his trial. 
I fail to note in any of the various accounts 
of the affair that the passengers who remon- 
strated with Cain for smoking made any ap- 
peal to the guard on the train, whose duty it 
is to enforce the rules. It appears that these 
passengers assumed a vicarious authority to 
perform the duties properly pertaining to the 
employes of the elevated railroad, and that one 
of them went so far as to strike Cain. This 
act was in itself unlawful, for up to that time 
the negro had done no violence to any one. 
Some months ago I was on a train where & 
white man was using insulting language. Two 
passengers, who had good sense, reported the 
matter to the guard and the man was taken off 
by a policeman-at the next station. If this 
method had been followed in Catn’s case there 
is no doubt that the ensuing trouble would have | 
been avoided. The act of smoking on the plat- | 
form, while unlawful, Is a common occur- | 
rence. It was the duty of the guard to enforce | 
the rules, which he probably would have done 
in @ peaceful way had it not been for the pre- 
sumptuous interference of the passengers.

STATIONS TO SAVE INFANTS. 


Committee for Reduction of Mortality 
Explains Its Work at Exercises. 
Five thousand invitations were sent out 


for exercises in Seward Park yesterday 
to mark the opening of twenty-seven pure 





milk stations by the Committee for the’ 


Reduction of Infant Mortality. Few of 
the prominent ffvited guests appeared. 
but their places were filled by the mothers 
and babies of Canal and Norfolk Streets 


; and of East Broadway, who seemed to 


enjoy the music and speeches. 

The meeting was under the supervisicn 
Godfrey R. Pisek, Chairman of 
committee. 
Huyler Band, consisting of. forty-five 
lusty youths from the Mott Street Public 


5 School. 


Commissioner of Health Lederle com- 
plimented the committee on its work. He 
said that it was a matter of record that 
83 per cent. of the deaths among infants 
could be traced to the food, and that the 
pure milk stations were the most practi- 


cable agencies for lowering the mortality 
rate. 


One of the stations, &lways referred to 
by the committee as “the houss with the 


blue front,” is located at 35 Norfolk 
Street, very near the park, and many, be- 
fore and after the exercises, visited it. 
The plan provided for a nurse, matron, 
and doctor for each station. The nurse 
convasses the district for mothers whose 
babies are not as healthy as they ought 
to be, the matron receives these mothers 
and their babies, and the doctor prescribes 
modified pure milk, as the individual case 
may requiré. 


By the end of the Summer sixty stations 
are to be in operation. A record will be 
kept of all cases, and if it shows at the 


end of six months that infant mortality 
In the districts in which the stations are 
located has been materially decreased, the 
city will be asked to contribute for the 
maintenance of the stations through the 
medium of the Board of Health. Event- 
ually, it is hoped, the city will support 
the movement. Mr. Pisek) said yesterdav 
that there were 13,000 babies in Manhat- 
tan who were in need of these milk sta- 
tions; that 2,700 of this number would be 
cared for hy the twenty-seven stations 
now emg” 4 4,200 more by other agen- 
cles than those of the New York Milk 
Committee, thus leaving over 6.000 for 
whom no provision has been made. This 
need, he said, would be filled by the thir- 
ty-three stations to.be established this 
Summer. 

‘I regard this as one of the wisest, 
most hopeful, and most effective of al] 
our charities,”’ said Bishop. David H. 
Greer, who was one of the speakers yes- 
terday. ‘‘ This is so because the purpose 
which lies behind it. is not one to restore 
health and strength to the adult, not to 


‘lock the door after the thief is gone, but 


to protect-and safeguard the child, and 
thus bolt the door before the thief comes. 

‘““Not only does this movement try to 
save the child. from the ravages of mor- 
tality and thus prevent, from the civie 
and industrial point of view, an economic 
waste, but it tries to save the child from 
the crippling and enfeebling influence of 
sickness and disease, and in safeguarding 
the child it safeguards the country, for 
the child of to-day is the citizen of to- 
morrow. 

“If we safeguard and ge on the child 
during the first year of his life and thus 
make and keep him strong and healthy 
and vigorous during that beginning period 
of his training, the probability is that, 
barring accident, he will reach strong, 
vigorous, and self-supporting maturity.” 

Mgr. D. J. McMahon also made a’*short 
address. Mrs. Belmont Tiffany helped to 
distribute Yiddish and Italian literature 
concerning pure milk stations. Mrs. 
Borden Harriman, Chairman of the Fi- 
nance Committee, sent word that she 
wanted to come, but that her doctor, who 
has been treating her since her auto-

$1,750,000 FOR NEW AQUARIUM 


Present Bullding Unsultable, Budget 
Committee Is Told. 


The Corporate Stock Budget Committee 
ef the Board of Estimate opened hearings 
yesterday on the requests of the heads of 
the various city departments for the 
money they want to spend in the next five 
years in permanent improvements. One 
of the most important items discussed was 
the request of Park Commissioner Stover 
for $1,750,000 to rebuild the Aquarium. 
Dr, Henry Fairfield Osborn, President of 
the American Museum of Natural History, 
declared that the present building is a 
fire trap and entirely unsuitable for the 
housing of the valuable collection which it 
contains. 

President Mitchel of the Aldermen and 
Commissioner Stover had a lively tilt over 
the proposed establishment of ea large 
playground in Central Park. The scheme 
was unanimously approved by thse Board 
of Estimate several months ago, but 
nothing has ever been done toward carry- 
ing it oyt 

‘“Do you now repudiate or stand by the 
report which you signed favoring this 
playground?” asked Mr, Mitchel. 

** You amended the report after I signed 
it,” replied Mr. Stover, “and, anyway, 
there has been a great deal of opposition 
to the carrying out of the plan.” 

“Is it not a fact that the Mayor told 
you to drop the matter?’’ 

** Must I answer that?” 

“Yes,” replied Controller Prendergast, 
who was presiding. 

*‘Then I refuse to answer.”

Third—That at the present hour the ene 
lightened policy of President Taft and Sir 
Edward Grey have made the matter of chief 
concern and promise for the attainment of 
international peace to be the negotiation 
and the adoptioa of complete arbitration 
treaties in which such questions as national 
honor and vital interests, hitherto excepted 
from arbitration, shall be submitted to The 
Hague Court, therefore be it 

Resolved, That we urge the churches of 
the United States to use their utmo8tinflu- 
ence toward molding a public opinion which 
will uphold the President and the State Dee 
partment in negotiating treaties which shall 
bind the contracting nations to arbitrate all 
differences which cannot be settled by 
diplomacy, both with Great Britain and 
France, as now proposed, and with all other 
nations which may become willing to enter 
intvu such an agreement with our Governe- 
ment. 

Resolved further, That the ministers of 
New York City express the hope that the 
United States Senate will promptly ratify 
the arbitration treaties with Great Britain 
and France when the same shall be sub- 
mitted to them; and that these resolutions 
be transmitted to the President and to thea 
Hon. Elihu Root and the Hon. James A.

At his first appearance last Thursday 
Roth said that the Health Depart- 
ment had told him he could use the 
Piano from 11 A. M. till 6 P. M., and 
would not promise to have the practicing 
Stopped, explaining that he had paid for 
his daughter's tuition and that he could 
not afford to lose the money. 

The case was adjourned until yesterday 
afternoon. Promptly on time Roth ap- 
peared, and also in the court were Mr. 
and Mrs. H. W. Stout, parents of the 
sick youth, and their physician, Dr. C. J. 
Goeller of 421 East 146th Street.

Individual Holdings of United States | 
Bonds. 


Since the United States Government re- 
duced the interest rate on its bond issue 
and resorted to the placing of 2 per cent. 
bonds whose chief and almost exclusive 
market is with the National banks, which 
could use these bonds as a basis of cir- 
culation, the individual holdings of Unit- 
ed States issues, which at one time were 
very large, have been greatly reduced. 
It still comes to the notice of bond dealers 
from time to tima, however, that a few in- 
Gividuals cling to investing their funds 
in United States bonds. One such in- 
stance cited by a bond .man yesterday 
illustrates the willingness of some people 
to accept very low interest to be assured 
of obtaining absolute security coupled 
with the satisfaction of holding the obli- 
gation of the Federal Government. This 
investor has about $1,000,000 in United 
States bonds which was originally em- 
ployed in the older issues bearing higher 
rates of interest. As the old bonds ma- 
tured, this investor put his money into the 
~ per cents. This involves, of course, the 
acceptance of an income of about 2 per 
cent in place of the 4 per cent. which 
could readily be obtained on high-class 
bonds of other classes. 

*,* 
Holding Back Matured Bonds, 

So keen is the desire of some tnvestors 
to hold Government securities that in- 
stances have been known of the owners 
of large blocks of Government bonds 
holding them long after they have ma- 
tured. When the 4s of 1907 became 
due a considerable amount of them were 
left ouistanding for a long time. Indeed, 
approximately $1,000,000 uf the bonds still 
remain to be paid off. It was two years 
after the issue matured that one holder of 
$250,000 of the bonds turned them in for 
payment. In the interval the owner of 
the bonds had been waiting for a chance 
to reinvest them in another Government 
issue, but at last gave up the bonds and 
put the proceeds into New York City 
issues. These and other similar instances 
of individual investments in United States 
Government bonds are being discussed 
with interest just now in view of the ap- 
peal for popular subscriptions, which is 
being made in connection with the offer- 
ing of $50,000,000 8 per cent. bonds for 
which the Treasury will accept bids up 
to June 17.

Missouri Pacifc Financing. 

Announcement of the Missouri Pacific's 
proposed issue of $25,000,000 three-year 
notes is not expected until it has been ap- 
proved by the State Commissions. The 
matter has been tentatively arranged, and 
the demand for this class of securities has 
teen so strong lately that the bankers an- 
ticipate no difficulty in disposing of even 
this large amount.

LATEST CUSTOMS RULINGS. 


Difference Between “Colored Insulat- 
ors” and “Insulators Colored.” 


In sustaining a protest filed by Wakem 
& McLaughlin, the Board of United 
States General Appraisers has made 
a decision defining the status under 
the tariff of ‘‘colored insulators’ in 
contradistinction to “insulators colored.” 
The board finds that there is a difference 
Which has the effect of reducing the 
duty 15 per cent. The goods aré in- 
voiced as glass rosettes, duty being im- 


posed at 60 per cent., the paragraph spec- 
ifying ‘‘glass colored.’”’ The importers’ 
contention, which was sustained, claimed 
a rate of 45 per cent. on the goods as 
manufactures of glass.”’ 

The rosettes are small pieces of glass, 
circular in shape, and are used as chan- 
nels for holding telegraph, telephone, and 
electric light wires in place. In other 
words, the rosettes rcrve the purpose of: 
insulators. ‘The glass of which these in- 
sulators are composed has been colored 
amber, the coloring matter being incor- 
porated with the other ingredients of the 
slass in the pot before melting, and not 
subsequently applied. Under prior tar- 
iff acts articles of glass were not deemed 
to be colored within the meaning of the 
law if such coloring did not amount to 
an ornamentation or decoration, but the 
Tariff act of 1409 provides for glass cole 
ored. Judge Sharretts has this to say: 

“The intent of Congress is clearly ex- 

pressed that if any of the processes enue 
meéerated in the paragraph has applied to 
articles composed wholly or in chief valve 
of glass, irrespective of whether its ap- 
plication was for purposes of utility or of 
ornamentation, a single exception to the 
rule being made in the case of such 
articles as are ground for purposes other 
than ornamentation. they are dutiable 
at the rate of 60 per cent. 
““Inasmuch as every one of the proc- 
esses enumerated in the provision im- 
plies work done upon the glass articles 
after they have been given their form ag 
such, we must conclude that to be brought 
within the provision of Paragraph 98, 
Slass articles colored must have been 
colored by a superadded process. The 
merchandise in question has been sub- 
jected to no superadded process. They 
are colored tnsulators in contradistinction 
to insulators colored, just as ornamental 
articles are not necessarily articles or- 
namented. We hold that the goods are 
dutiable at the rate of 45 ner cent. ad 
valorem under Paragraph 109, as manu- 
factures of glass. The protest is sus- 
tained and the decision of the Collector 
is reversed.”
